Pensions for Teachers 


Teachers 
throu ghou t 
Indiana 
closely followed II. B. 345 du ring the 
recent sesion, for ’they were 
eager 
to have a pension for their old age. 
Indianapolis, Terre Hau te and sev­ 
eral of the larger Indiana cities al­ 
ready had pension 
systems. 
The 
pension bill met many obstacles and 
finally had a narrow escape at the 
Governor's hands. Governor Ralston 
refu sed to sign the bill bu t allowed 
it to become a law it bou t his signa ­ 
tu re. 
lie 
termed it a “species 
of 
Socialism.” 
A sptmjgrt committee appointed by 
the joint legislative committee of the 
Teachers’ Association, 
the 
cou nty 
Su perintendents’ 
Association, 
the 
State Association of 
Towns 
and 
City 
Su perintendents’ and the High 
School Teachers' Association 
p re­ 
pared this law, so if the law proves 
at fau lt, the teachers mu st blame the 
teachers. 
Except for a few minor 
changes the law went throu gh as it 
was originally drafted. 
The law creates a permanent state 
teachers retirement fu nd, which in­ 
clu des all grants, gifts, and bequ ests 
made to the fu nd. 
The fu nd will in­ 
clu de the interest on 
any 
invest­ 
ments from the fu nd as well as a s ­ 
sessments on teachers’ salaries and, 
when necessary, 
semi-annu al 
ap ­ 
portionments from the state school 
tu ition fu nd. 
It was this provision 
concerning the tu ition fu nd to which 
the Government objected. 
The fu nd is administered 
by 
a 
board if 5 tru stees serving withou t 
compensation— the 
state 
su i>erin- 
tendent, the au ditor of state, the at- 
tonev-general and two members ap ­ 
pointed by the governor who shall 
be teacher or su pervisor of teach­ 
ing. 
Their term is three years and the

The property owners <>n these eight 
streets 
su ccessfu lly 
remonstrated

from Six th to Elev enth street, was 
rejected becau se it d id not contain 
a 
majority . 
Cou ncilman 
Brann’s 
name appeared on this petition and 
lie stated that the paper had been 
circu lated only one d ay 
and 
for 
that reason d id -not hav e any more 
names. 
He said he wanted to prov e 
his assertions that there were some 
people u p in that part of the

that d id not want the oil. 


A 
remonstrance

Cou ncilman Seu d d er 
believ ed

cou ncil shou ld abid e by the original 
resolu tion which called for the oil­ 
ing of the street from the Graham 
road to the eastern corporation line. 
The remonstrance contained a ma­ 
jority of the resid ent property own­ 
ers and it was d ecid ed to change the 
original resolu tion so this part of 
the street cou ld be ex clu d ed 
and 
thu s make the remonstrance stand . 
Mau zy and Seu d d er v oted against 
the proposition. 
Fou rth street, from 
Perkins 
to 
Sex ton street will not be oiled . 
The 
remonstrance was 
su stained 
with 
only one v ote against it. A majority 
oi the

property 
owners 
wore on the remonstrance. 
All bu t one resid ent property own­ 
er signed the remonstrance cov er­ 
ing Hannah 
street, from 
First 
to 
Third street and it was su stained . 
Eight signers were on a 
remon­ 
strance cov ering North Oliv er street 
which 
ex tend s 
from 
Sev enth 
to 
Elev enth streets and it 
was 
su s­ 
tained . 
It was stated to the cou ncil 
that the remonstrance contained all 
bu t three property owners. 
George street was the nex t street 
on which a remonstrance was su s­ 
tained .

Pensions for Teachers 


Teachers 
throughout 
Indiana 


closely followed II. B. 345 during the 
recent sesion, for 'they were 
eager 


to have a pension for their old age. 
Indianapolis. Terre Haute and sev- 
eral of the larger Indiana cities al- 
ready had pension 
systems. 
The 


pension bill met many obstacles and 
finally had a narrow escape at the 
Governor's hands. Governor Ralston 
refused to sign the bill but allowed 
it to become a law ithout his signa- 
ture, lie termed it a "species of 
Socialism." 


A special -committee appointed by 


the joint legislative committee of the 
Teachers' Association, 
the county 


Superintendents' 
Association, 
the 


State Association of 
Towns 
and 


City Superintendents' and the High 
School Teachers' Association pre- 
pared this law, so if the law proves 
at fault, the teachers must blame the 
teachers. 
Except for a few minor 


changes the law went through as it 
was originally drafted. 


The law creates a permanent state 


teachers retirement fund, which in- 
cludes all grants, gifts, and bequests 
made to the fund. 
The fund will in- 


clude the interest on 
any 
invest- 


ments from the fund as well as as- 
sessments on teachers' salaries and. 
when necessary, 
semi-annual 
ap- 


portionments from the state school 
tuition fund. It was this provision 
concerning the tuition fund to which 
the Government objected. 


The fund is administered 
by 
a 


board if 5 trustees serving without 
compensation—the 
state 
superin- 


tendent, the auditor of state, the at- 
touey-gcneral and two members ap- 
pointed by the governor who shall 
be teacher or supervisor of tench- 
ing. 


Their term is three years and tin: 


iirst appointments will be made in 
June 1915. The board passes on all 
applications for pensions, 
besides 


managing the fund. 


With fund provided and its ad- 


ministration arranged for, the ques- 
tions remain: 
How can a teacher 


couio under the law? 
How much 


must he pay? 
How much will he get 


when he retires? 


Teachers do not become heneti- 


ciaries by applying individually to 
the hoard. 
They must 
apply 
as 


members of a unit, of which, major- 
ity of the public school teachers and 
officers have elected to come under 
the law. Units, as arbitrarily creat- 
ed by the law, consist of any county 
any city of 5,000 inhabitants and 
over and the Indiana State normal 
school. Cities and town of less than 
5,000 arc included in the county unit 
If the unit to which a teacher he- 
longs refuses to avail itself to the 
privileges of the. act, the individual 
teacher must abide by the unit's de- 
cision. Cities in which 
a 
pension, 


system is already established under 
previously enacted laws, may 
con- 


tinue as they are or may elect by the 
vote of a majority of the 
school 


teachers and oJficials,to COUIB uudei- 


the new huv. which includes detailed 
provisons for teh transfer of funds, 
credit, etc. 


As to the assessments, they are: 


For the first fifteen years of teach- 
ing service, $10 per year; for the 
next ten years of teaching service, 
$20.00 per year; for the third ten- 
year period of. 
teaching 
service, 


$25.00 per year: for the remaining 
years of teaching service up to and 
including the fortieth year of Mich 
service, $20 per year. 
After forty 


years of service there will be no as- 
sessments. 


If a teacher wishes to profit by 


the full -time he has taught he must, 
pay up the 
arrearages 
i'or 
lime 


prior to his receipt of a pension, 
either in cash or in installments with 
interest, or half the arrearage may 
be deducted from the first year's 
annuity and dhe remainder in in- 
stallments. 


Annuities are paid after 35 years 


of service, and disability 
benefits 


are paid after 25 years of service. 
The schedule, of annuities paid is: 
for 35 years of service $o'00; i'or 
36 years of service, $1)20: for 
37 


years of service, $o'40; for 3S year-, 
of service, $GGO; for 3!) years of

If a teacher leaves the school or 


dies before he is entitled to receive 
his nnuuity, he or his heirs 
may 


withdraw what he has paid in to the 
pension fund, receiving, however, no 
interest, and with 
any 
disability 


benefits deducted. 


Years of 
service 
may 
include 


years as a public 
school 
teach- 


er outside of the state, not however, 
in excess of 12 years. 
One year's 


leave of absence out of seven for 
study, professional improvement arc- 
continued during that year. 


Annuities 
granted 
are 
exempt 


from legal process and are not sub- 
ject lo sale, assignment or trans- 
fer by the beneficiary. No annuilv 
or benefit of any kind will be paid 
before Jan. 1, 1!)17. 


It is problematical 
how many 


teachers will avail themselves of the 
provisions of this law and how many 
units will elect to join in the scheme.

graded iu proportion to the salaries 
received makes 
it 
probably 
that 


there, will not be many county units 
iormcd, as, of course a county anil 
will be largely composed- of 
rural 


school teachers, whose salaries are 
not so large as those of city teach- 
ers and who do not, as a rule, teach 
io long. And the fact that a teach- 
er may only enter through the unit 
will prexent many te.iehcrs horn be- 
coming 
beneficiaries, 
who 
would 


do s>o. 


about 10 percent lower than local

prices are quite common among the 
steel companies of this country.

Prohibition! 


To the east of us, to the west, to the north and to the south—we are completely 


surrounded by cities and towns where liquor is sold openly and legally. 
Surrounding 


us also are thriving little communities which in the ordinary course of events ought to be 
business feeders for our local merchants. 
But they are not. 


Rushville is the hub of a large wheel and Connersville, Shelbyville and many 


other towns form the rim of that wheel. 
Rushville is "dry" and the other cities are 


"wet." But somehow all the business is going away from the hub and toward the rim. 
If you don't believe it, find out for yourself how much of the trade that properly belongs 
to us is going to our neighbors. 
And find out why practically ninety per cent of the 


travel out of Glenwood, Falmouth, Manilla and Homer is between these towns and the 
cities of Connersville, Cambridge City and Shelbyville. 


A WORD ABOUT SPILLED MILK. 


It has been truthfully said that the question of property loss does not enter into this 


campaign, since the retail and licensed liquor trade was wiped out at the last election, but 
how about the loss to the real estate owners and the taxpayers and the merchants? They 
are still making up the deficit and will keep on making it up until Rushville returns to a 


system whereby she collects license fees for the sale of liquor instead of tolerating the 


free and illegal sale of intoxicants as for the last two years. 


When Rushville voted out the licensed saloons she voted away an annual income 


of $3,500.00 and the county lost $1,400.00 each year. The "drys" offered the com- 
forting assurance that the prosperity resulting from prohibition would more than reimburse" 
us for the loss. However, there are very few individuals outside the State Hospital for 
the Insane who can demonstrate successfully how a community with a certain necessary 
income can throw away $4,900.00 a year and pay its bills unless the taxpayers make 
up the loss. 


The taxpayers of Rushville know that the rate is climbing and they know that they 


are making up the $4,900.00 a year. And finally they l(now thai they are no belter 
able lo pay their taxes today than they were two years ago in spite of the promised "dry" 
prosperity. 


And while on the subject of taxation we might take into consideration the feelings of 


eleven property owners who are paying taxes on eleven vacant business properties. 
Five 


of them haven't had a cent of income from their rooms for two years. 


Rushville is still paying for that election two years ago. 


WHO PROHIBITION HURTS. 


The difference between the legal and illegal sale of liquor, in itself, probably has 


no direct bearing upon the volume of business except that it directly injures those engaged 
in the licensed business and the property owners from whom they rented. 
The argument 


that prohibition diverts money spent for liquors into other channels of trade is a fallacy, 
first, because it causes no decrease in the amount'of liquors consumed, and, second, 
because it places half of the local liquor trade on a mail order basis and the other half 
goes lo the bool-leggers and blind-tigers. 


Prohibition hurts a Town because of the manner in which it advertises a town. 


When a community votes "dry" it builds a wall right along its corporation line. It sends 
out an invitation to the surrounding country, from which it should draw its legitimate 
business, which reads something like this: 


"We want you to come to see us and spend your money with our business men, 


but, if you come, you must not take a glass of beer while in our city. We know where 
to get our drinks when we want them, but remember we don't allow you to have any. 
If you don't want to come under these conditions, stay away." 


A town which votes "dry" and then expects to get business exercises the same 


amount of judgment as the merchant who carries nothing in stock but tan shoes. 
It 


attracts but one class of business, or, in other words, it limits its field. 
PEOPLE EVENLY DIVIDED. 


Because a certain portion of the people believe in prohibition there is no reason to 


conclude that most of the others can be compelled to agree with them. 
The close vote in 


local option elections here and elsewhere indicates that the people are about evenly divided 
on this question. 
And a queer thing about it is the fact that some of the "drys" are, 


personally "wets" and some of the "wets" are personally "dry." 


One thing is. certain and that is that fully fifty per cent of the people of Rushville 


and surrounding territory drink and enjoy liquors. 
No, they are not "booze-fighters" 


.but they are substantial citizens with clear consciences whose only offense is to disagree 
with the prohibition-doctrine. 


No community can close its gales lo ihis large body of men and then expect lo gel a 


normal share of iheir business. 


DO WE GET OUR MONEY'S WORTH? 


Connersville, Shelbyville and other surrounding towns are getting the trade which 


normally would come to us. 


Our business rooms («leven of them) are vacant. 
We are carrying the burden of increased taxation due to a loss of $4,900.00 annual 


revenue. 


This is the price we have been paying for two years of blind tigers with the usual 


amount of crime and drunkenness. 


If you think we are being cheated, .vote "no" next Tuesday.

Belgian Caught Bomb One Day, Sav- 


ing Several Lives and Threw 


it Back to Germans.

London, March 1.—What Christy 


Mi'.thewson could do to the Germans 
near our trenches! 


The Germans are master of new 


tricks, or of adapting old tricks to 
new purpose, but their hand-gren- 
ule stunt would put them at 
the 


mercy of the great American 
bull 


players. The hand grenade is about 
the size of a base ball and it weighs 
only a few ounces more. 
It 
lias 


four little buttons on it which must 
strike with a blow of four or 
five 


pounds in order to cause an explo- 
sion, so a man can handle one in his 
lands with perfect safety. 


I used to watch the Germans toss 


these bombs like school 
girls 
or 


like boys pitching nickles at a crack, 
and all of us Americans used 
to 


watch the inclliciency of the bombs 
in such untrained hands. We were 
considered the best bomb throwers 
of all because we pitched them with 
force. 
A man with the 
aim of 
a 


trained pitcher could have worked 
havoc with them. lie could 
have 


cpt battering away at a 
trench— 


and the German line was only 45 
i'eet away from ours—until he had 
worn out the trench with repeated 
explosions. 


Eugene Jacobs, the man who left 


his butcher shop in Pawhicket 
to 


come and fight the -Germans because 
they had destroyed liis birthplace in 
Belgium, saved his life and perhaps 
several others' one day by catching 
one of these bombs, as-if it were a 
baseball. He threw it back and it 
exploded in 
one of 
the 
German 


trenches. There was a hugh Swede 
in my section who swung the butt- 
end of his" rifle at 
one 
of 
these 


bombs one day and hit it. There wa.c 


a terrific explosion and was founc 
brained. Why he did such a foolish 
thing I don't know. A man's nerves 
play him strange 
tricks 
in 
the 


trenches, and 
you 
find 
yourseH 


tempted 
to do dangerous 
things 


just as some persons find themselves 
wanting to jump fom high places. ] 
suppose the Swede had been tempt- 
ed time and again to stop one 
ol 


the bombs with his rifle, and 
out 


day the temptation came too strong 


The Germans had another trick 


that reminded me of the American 
game of football. 
Now and there a 


few of them would clamor out ol 
the trenches under a terrific fire, to 
cut the barbed wire entanglement. 
They wore armor over their bodies 
and heads. 


They were gruesome looking ob- 


jects, but reminded me, however, for 
all the world, of football players. 
We-never killed any of these armor- 
ed men, hut we usually 
dropped 


them by'hitting them in the legs. It 
seemed that their shin guards were 
not as protective as the rest of their 
odd suits. 


Another new invention, tised 
by 


the Germans, was a swival, fixed in 
cement 
on 
which 
the 
Germans 


swung 
their 
rifles. 
Each 
man 


wouid fix his aim at a certain very 
small 
sector 
of 
our 
trenches 


and, when he was ordered to shoot 
he would reach up and pull his trig- 
ger without raising his head. It was 
merely artillery practice applied to 
rifles and it had a deadly effect. 


The white 
night 
lights 
which 


were shot into the air and then hov- 
ered over the 
trenches 
suspende< 


from small parachutes were intro- 
duced by the Germans but it wasn't 
long before we had them too. 


It was in the artillery line that 


the French developed the new ideas 
The German gun kicks with 
each 


discharge. It rears back on its 
wheels, slow around and must usu- 
ally be reaimed. But the wonderfu

marvelous and revolutionary as the 
great 42 centimetre guns 
of 
the 


Germans. 


The "Beet coat" as we called it, 


was one of the cleverest German in- 
ventions that we saw in our part 
of the line. All of 
the 
conutry 


around us and the fields in which 
our trenches were dug were sugar- 
beet farm land and the landscape 
was a vista of beet leaves. 


One day we saw a mound of these 


leaves heaving in a peculiar fashion. 


"It's only a mole digging," said 


our lieutenant. 


"But 
suddenly 
the whole pile 


moved and hunched forward. 
We 


gan to shoot and, to our amazement, 
the best leaves rose on two strong 
German legs and dashed back to the 
trenches. We laughed uproariously. 
The German reminded us Americans 
of Montgomery or Stone 
in their 


queer disguises. 


We found out later that'the Ger- 


mans would take a gunny sack, cut 
licad and arm holes in it, pin beet 
leaves to the sack and then wear 
the sack like a coat. It' a man care- 
fully moved along on his stomach 
the chances of his being seen were 
very small. 


I was detailed with two other men1 


to burn a straw stack in which the 
Germans had hidden machine guns. 
We spent the day in making "beet 
coats" and at 0 in the evening we 
donned them and started out on our 
hundred yard 
crawl through 
the 


beet fields. 
We got to 
the 
stack 


fixed the fuse, lit the fuse with a 
match, held under a coat, crawled 
back to the trench, and five minutes' 
later the stack was ablaze. 


The stack had been hollowed out 


and the Germans had placed 
four 


machine suns in it. We saw 
the 


wrecks of these guns the next day 
and later my two comrades and my- 
self were "mentioned in dispatches" 
for firing the stack 
Without 
our 


"beet coats" invented by the Ger- 
mans we would not have succeeded, 
for several times the white 
lights 


filled the air while we stretched our- 
selves on our stomachs among the 
beets. "Beating it • with the beets" 
was the name we gave to this stunt 
of wearing "beet coats."

But he closed with the as- 
sertion that Rushville was not go- 
ing to have any ''blind tigers'' be- 
cause it had been proved that they 
could be dealt with effectively.

poverty of his race. 
He said that 


the negro race could not afford to 
drink. He said that the colored man 
often let his child g0 ragged while 
he spent all of his money in the 
saloon whose owner was able to give 
his family not only the necessities 
but often many of the luxuries of 
life.
